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Introduction 

This publication is issued each month as a supple- 
ment to the annual Catalogue of Publications and 
Products, Australia (1101.0) of the Australian Bureau of 
Statistics, which lists current ABS publications and gives 
brief descriptions (abstracts) of their contents.

work, school and shop. The extent of use of public transport, its cost and reasons for 
not using it are given, Data are classified by selected demographic characteristics. 
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
